Let us start with the printing 
contingencies, that is, the devia- 
tion which mostly occurs. In these 
cases the production arises from 
unclean cuts or cuts damaged dur- 
ing the printing operation, from 
shades in the paper and other un- 
foreseen occurrences which are es- 
sential in the manufacturing of 
stamps. These defects are in most 





popularity, but remain quiet, 
if discovered, in the collec- 
tions of proprietors, or go to 
the waste paper basket with- 
out being considered. 

The field of varieties is 
substantially larger. Its ex- 
istence is founded upon dif- 
ferences in colors which arise 
from the new application of 
the ink or by a second mix- 
ture of ink combinations. 
This mostly happens with 
blue and yellow colors, and 
the nuances produced are ex- 
ceptionally numerous. Two 
very rare colors, which how- 
ever were not produced by 
the mixing of colors but by 
a confusion, were shown some 
time ago at the “Iposta”. It 
is the faulty print of Sweden 
1855, 3 Sk. Beo., yellow instead of 
green. It was exhibited by its 
owner, J. Ramberg, of Goteborg. 
Another curiosity was presented by 
the Mail Ministry in the form of 
the 9 Kreuzer Baden from the good 
old times of 1851. This value which 
should have appeared in rosy color 
came out in green in a small edi- 
tion as a consequence of a color 
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confusion. Since economizing was 
even in those times very essential 
on account of higher order, the 
sheet was issued. 

Nowadays such incorrect prints 
are instantly destroyed by fire or, 
in the case of larger quantities, 
converted into pulp. The few pieces 
still on hand have represented a 
capital alone for a long time. Fur- 
thermore, it is the paper that gives 
a special note to the varieties. Be- 
sides the variable strength of the 
paper, the water mark plays an im- 
portant role and every philatelist 
knows that this second group may 
consist of a gigantic number of va- 
riations. 

How about the third group, the 
famous and illfamed errata which 


occurrences: therefore only the 
most important facts must be men- 
tioned. 

These errata would not occur if 
it had not become necessary (or 
perhaps only modern) to preserve 
cocumentarily such a deus ex 
machina on the stamp as the surest 
spreader, which is then done in the 
form of a repeated printing.

of the ominous erratum 1830 in- 
stead of 1930. Shortly after that 
novelty, which acted like a light- 
ning, became known, after 300 
pieces had already been sold to 
happy winners, the post office 
withdrew that curiosity, the print 
of which soberly refused the fact 
of the ninety year old existence of 
the stamp and the much younger 
age of the cruiser of the air. The 
arrangement of the compositor’s 
box makes this confusion of fig- 
ures comprehensible (the plate was 
composed of the usual printing 
types) so that it is impossible to 
charge any machination. The fig- 
ures 8 and 9 are boxed side by side 
and may even be overlooked during 
the proof-reading since both have 
a similar script-picture. Although 
the post office cannot cause a price 
reduction by the withdrawal of 
about 200 pieces but can at least 
hinder a further booming of the 
price, we have today a rarity 
which all proprietors may enjoy, 
so much more because they bought 
it at its nominal value. 

These errata can never be elim- 
inated despite the best control, 
and will always be repeated as 
long as the man’s hand is at work 
even when the machinery equip- 
ment will keep pace with the tech- 
nique. The same must be said of 
the script as far as confusions of

UNITED STATES—Next week, 
on Thursday, May 21st, the Red 
Cross Commemorative will be is- 
sued. From the official announce- 
ment, and aided by news items 
from Kenneth E. Diven, Alex Poczl 
and C. E. Nickles, we have the fol- 
lowing information.

American Red Cross society, and 
the memory of its founder, Clara 
Barton. It is rather strange that 
the stamp will not also be on sale 
on the first day at Oxford, Mass. 
where Clara Barton was born on 
Christmas Day of 1821. Fifty mil- 
lion of the stamps have been or- 
dered, an unusually large number 
fora stamp printed by the slow and 
costly two-color process. 


Altho we have mentioned the new 
Postage Due stamps at various 
times as they appeared A. C. 
Schwarting and L. A. Wolf suggest 
that a resume of those issued to 
date would not be amiss. The fol- 
lowing denominations have ap- 
peared thus far, completing the 
series except for the 30c value, 
which has not yet been reported:

According to official records there 
were thirteen plates prepared for 
printing the Valley Forge stamp of 
1928, their numbers being 19493-4- 
5-6-7, 19500-1-2-3 and 19525-6-7-8. 
We have never yet seen the last 
five numbers of these, and now we 
never will, for Phil Ward states ‘in 
Mekeels that they were prepared 
but never used. In other words only 
the first eight plates mentioned 
above were ever used in printing 
the VF stamp. 


ABYSSINIA—The last informa- 
tion from this far-away country 
was to the effect that all remain- 
ders of the postage issues thru 1928 
were to be sold to the highest bid- 
der. They must have kept some of 
them, for Mr. P. C. Philibossian 
states in Mekeel’s Weekly that a 
series of ten provisional sur- 
charges has been made on certain 
values of the 1928 series, all of 
them low values in this case. The 
surcharge consists of one line of 
Amharic script across the top of 
the stamp, an ornamental design 
blotting out the original figure of 
value, and just above that the new 
value. This surcharge is in various 
colors:

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RED CROSS COMMEMORATIVE 
POSTAGE STAMP 


Third Asst. Postmaster General, 
Washington, May 2, 1931. 
Postmasters and employees of 
the Postal Service are notified of 
the issuance of a special postage 
stamp in the 2-cent denomination 
to commemorate the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the founding of the 
American Red Cross. 

The new stamp is printed in 
two colors, black and red, and is 
ihe same size as the regular issue 
75/100 by 87/100 inches, arranged 
as an upright rectangle. The 
stamp is inclosed in a_ border 
formed by a heavy black outer and 
lighter inner line slightly indented 
along the center on all four sides. 
Across the top of the stamp in two 
lines are the words “United States 
Postage’ in white faced Roman 
lettering. The central design of 
the stamp, printed in black, is 
the figure of a Red Cross nurse 
kneeling before the globe with out- 
stretched hands, reproduced from 
the 1930 poster entitled “The 
Greatest Mother.” In the upper 
part of the stamp at the left of 
the figure is the Greek cross with 
five equal squares, the emblem of 
the organization, printed in red. 
Arranged vertically, opposite the 
indention on either side, are the 
dates in black Gothic figures “1881” 
at the left and “1931” at the right. 
In both lower corners within white 
bordered ovals with black back- 
ground appears the white numeral 
“2”. The ovals are surmounted by 
acanthus scroll ornaments. Across 
the bottom of the stamp in a 
straight line between the ovals 
containing the denomination num- 
eral is the word “Cents” in white 
Roman letters.

at the Philatelic Agency. 

Stamp collectors desiring first- 
day cancellations of the 2-cent Red 
Cross commemorative stamp may 
send a limited number of addressed 
covers, not to exceed 25, to the 
postmasters at the above offices 
with a cash or postal-money order 
remittance to exactly cover the 
value of the stamps required for 
affixing . Other postage stamps 
will positively not be accepted in 
payment of the Red Cross stamps. 
Covers will be accepted from bona 
fide subscribers only and each cover 
must be properly and legibly ad- 
dressed; covers bearing pencil 
addresses will not be accepted. Spe- 
cial care must be taken in addres- 
sing covers to bear blocks of four 
of the stamps to allow sufficient 
clear space for the attaching of 
the stamps. Compliance can not 
be made with unusual requests, 
such as for the affixing of stamps 
bearing plate numbers or the ir- 
regular placing of the stamps on 
covers, etc. Requests for a supply 
of uncancelled Red Cross stamps 
must not be included in orders for 
first-day covers. If uncancelled 
stamps are desired a_ separate 
order should be sent to the Phil- 
atelic Agency, Division of Stamps, 
Post Office Department, Washing- 
ton, .D. C., and it will receive 
prompt attention. 

Postmasters at direct and cen- 
tral-accounting post offices may 
obtain a limited supply of the new 
commemorative stamps by requi- 
sition on the department, using 
Form 3201, indorsed “Red Cross.” 
Postmasters at third and fourth 
class post offices may obtain 
needed quantities by requisition on 
the central-accounting postmaster.
